The gov ernor ordered State Re­ 
lief Administrator Walter Cham­ 
bers and J ohn R. Richards, chair­ 
man of his re-employ ment com­ 
mittee, to proceed immediately 
with the cooperativ e plan. First 
groups will be organized in Los 
Angeles, to 
include 5000 relief 
clients in separate projects. 
Relief Costs Increase 
The co-operativ e 
plan 
is of­ 
fered by the gov ernor as the first 
step in putting reliefers to work 
for themselv es and to get away 
from a cash dole. The state’s re­ 
lief bill has mounted past the 
$50,000,000 mark each y ear, with 
lay offs by the WPA and a con­ 
tinued influx of migrant workers 
adding to the problem. 
The new plan proposes a sy s­ 
tem of central warehouses, state 
stores to sell goods that cannot be 
produced by reliefers, consumer 
co-operativ es for all persons on 
relief, and producer co-operativ es 
for growing and preparation of 
food, clothing and other items. 
Working members of the co-oper­ 
ativ es will be remov ed from the 
relief rolls and be paid for full­ 
time work by the co-operativ e. 
Since there are to be 500 em­ 
ploy es for each 5000 members of 
the co-operativ e, this will cut the 
relief bill by $18 ,000 for each unit. 
Buy at Wholesale 
Associate members of the con­ 
sumer co-operativ e 
will 
permit 
the state to pay one-fourth of 
their relief budget in credit at 
state consumer stores. This means 
that an av erage budget of $40 per 
month would be split into $30 
cash for rent and utilities and $10 
for food and clothing with credit. 
An agency called wholesale con­ 
trol will buy goods at wholesale 
prices for the consumer co-opera­ 
tiv e stores and clients will buy at 
prev ailing prices. The profits will 
pay the cost of the sy stem and 
prov ide div idends for members, 
officials say . 
Richards declared priv ate busi­ 
ness will not be harmed because 
the state’s relief bill will be low­ 
ered and co-operativ e employ es 
will make much more than their 
former relief budgets.

Th e Ham an d Egg con tributor referred to yes- 
l >rday also con ten ds th at h e is always for th e 
greatest good for th e greatest n umber. 
But, h e 
wan ts to be th e judge as to wh at will Ik? th e 
greatest good to th e greatest n umber. Wh en th is 
is th e rule th ere are as man y ideas as to wh at 
is th e greatest good to th e greatest n umber as 
th ere are in dividuals. 
If we study h istory we in variably fin d th at to 
th e degree th e public th rough th e Govern men t 
permits each man to get th e fruits of h is own 
labor on th e open market do we h ave th e greatest 
good to th e greatest n umber. Th e min ute we get 
th eorists like th is Ham an d Egger, wh o do n ot 
kn ow th e differen ce between mark-up an d profit, 
attemptin g to be th e judges of th e greatest good 
to th e greatest n umber, we h ave a con fusion of 
ton gues, a Babylon , a plan n ed econ omy such as 
Ham an d Eggs th at leads to more an d more mis­ 
ery, more an d more sufferin g, an d even tually a 
complete loss of liberty. 
We are n ot discussin g th is con tributor’s state­ 
men ts in order to embarrass th e con tributor. Th is 
Ham an d Eggs proposition is en tirely too serious 
a m atter for everyon e in th e State, to refrain 
from discussin g misleadin g statemen ts simply be­ 
cause a fran k discussion migh t h urt somebody's 
feelin gs. We must become in formed on h ow wealth 
is created, h ow it is distributed. We can n ot per­ 
mit people to make such un truth ful claims with ­ 
out ch allen gin g th em an d poin tin g out th eir errors. 
Ham an d Eggs is a pleasan t illusion th at in ex ­ 
perien ced people like to believe an d pose as bein g 
h uman itarian an d strivin g for th e greatest good 
to th e greatest n umber. 
Th ey, h owever,, in va­ 
riably wan t to be th e judge. Th ey do n ot wan t 
to follow n atural laws. Th ey do n ot wan t liberty; 
th ey wan t power to take away th e fruits of th e 
work of oth er people. Th ey do n ot wan t th e 
un iversal rule. 
We admit we n ever h ad complete liberty. We 
admit th ere are plen ty of th in gs th at sh ould be 
corrected, but two wron gs n ever made a righ t, 
an d in stead of ben efitin g society Ham an d Eggs 
would on ly add to th e misery, sufferin g, an d pov­ 
erty of our elderly people. 


LET’S THINK CLEARLY AND CALMLY 
Gallopin g with th e ever-in creasin g speed an d 
recklessn ess of a cavalry ch arge, th e even ts of 
Europe rush to th eir fulfillmen t. No man can yet 
tell ex actly wh at th at fulfillmen t may be. We on ly 
kn ow th at it can n ot be good. 
An y day, an y h our, an y min ute, th e feared catas­ 
troph e may come; Europe may again be en velop­ 
ed in such a war as swept it in 19 14. If th at h ap­ 
pen s, it will affect th e life of every man , woman 
an d ch ild in th e Un ited States. Wh ile we can still 
do so, wh ile we are yet free of th e wh irlpool in 
wh ich reason an d decen cy go down togeth er, let 
all American s th in k clearly an d calmly of wh at 
our attitude is to be if th e wurst h appen s. 
We kn ow th at we can n o lon ger look on such a 
European catastroph e with th e fin e detach men t 
with wh ich we viewed it in 19 14. Th e world h as 
grown smaller sin ce th en , more closely in terlocked 
an d mutually in terdepen den t. It will affect us 
immediately, n o m atter wh at course we decide to 
pursue, n o m atter wh at course circumstan ce may 
set for us. 
If German y figh ts, it will be because for six 
years sh e h as staked everyth in g on a promise 
to h er people of ex pan sion an d world-power wh ich 
h as led h er so far alon g th at road th at sh e can ­ 
n ot turn back even if met by resistan ce in arms. 
If Britain figh ts, it will n ot be for love of Polan d 
or its in stitution s, but simply because a German y 
domin an t over Polan d would rule Europe an d 
th reaten th e ex isten ce of th e British Empire an d 
perh aps of En glan d itself. It would from th at 
poin t con tin ually gain stren gth with time un til 
ch allen ge became impossible. If Fran ce figh ts, it 
is for th ose same reason s. With German y domi­ 
n an t th rough out eastern Europe, Fran ce is little 
better th an an oth er Polan d. If Italy figh ts, it will 
be because Hitler forces h er to. We doubt if 
Mussolin i will lin e up with Hitler wh en an d if war 
comes. 
Th is is power politics of th e old familiar typ e - 
all Europe is playin g th at game today an d all 
th e brave talk of Democratic fron ts an d An ti- 
Commun ist fron ts is out of th e win dow. 
Lookin g such coldiy-practical viewpoin ts of self- 
in terest in th e face, th e Un ited States can scarce­ 
ly adopt an y oth er attitude. We must with utmost 
cooln ess, n ay coldn ess, ch art a course in th e face 
of a sh iftin g tempest wh ich is calculated to brin g 
us safely in to h arbor. On ly in th at way sh all we 
save ourselves, an d in th e lon g run , serve civiliza­ 
tion . 


THE IMPORTANCE OF FREE ENTERPRIS E 
Here is a statemen t made by Isabel M. Pater­ 
son , book commen tator for th e New York Herald- 
Tribun e, th at ex presses th e importan ce of freedom 
of th e in dividual, as compared with collectivism, 
as well as an yth in g I h ave read recen tly. 
Miss Paterson says: 
“Th e loose, almost imperceptible, limited, min i­ 
mum form of purely secular govern men t, origin ­ 
atin g in America—th e th eory of wh ich does n ot 
j even admit th e con cept of ‘th e sla te* or ‘th e g o v 
ern men t* as an en tity of itself, but on ly con siders 
it to be a fun ction of th e private person ex ercised 
th rough n arrowly delegated mean s by represen ta­ 
tives elected for a sh ort an d automatically ex pir- 
! in g term —th is th eory an d form of govern men t was 
j utterly an tith etic an d aston ish in g, almost in cred­ 
ible to th e European min d. 
“Now th at wouldn ’t h ave mattered so much if 
it h ad n ot succeeded in a n ew an d peculiar way. 
It released un dreamed-of en ergies. 
Not merely 
th e full poten tial en ergies of muscular man power 
but th e in ven tive power of free min ds. It ush ered 
in th e dyn amic age, steam power, electric power, 
an d we don ’t kn ow wh at n ex t. 
“But th e main th in g is th at it was an in calcul­ 
ably ex pan din g en ergy th at was released, wh ich 
n o static political framework can possibly con ­ 
tain . Admit th at power to such a political struc­ 
ture an d it must burst it in fragmen ts; ’it can 
on ly operate with reason able safety un der min i­ 
mum govern men t, wh ere it origin ated. 
It h as 
to be allowed to spread in all direction s to be 
comparatively h armless.” 
An d, yet, we are makin g laws th at restrict th e 
un dreamed-of en ergies of h uman bein gs. 
We 
make law’s th at take th e fruits of th ese un dream­ 
ed-of en ergies from th e producer. We make laws 
th at preven t men w’ith foresigh t from selectin g 
h is associates to h elp h im h arn ess th e forces of 
n ature th at ben efit h is fellowman . 
Wh ile we permitted th ese un dreamed-of en er­ 
gies to fun ction , we prospered; to th e degree we 
h amper th ese un dreamed-of en ergies,* do we re­ 
gress an d con tin ue to h ave a lower stan dard of 
livin g. 
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N E W YORK MILK S UPPLY 
If it is fair for th e labor in New York or oth er 
cities to h ave th e righ t to combin e in order to get 
more for wh at th ey produce th an oth er people 
get for like production , th en it is fair for th e 
people wh o supply milk to New York to en ter 
in to a combin ation to restrict delivery so th at th ey 
may get more th an oth er people get. 
But, of course, it is n ot fair for an yon e to en ter 
in to a combin ation in order to get more th an an 
open m arket price. Th e soon er we realize th at all 
combin ation s for restrain t of trade give oth er 
people equal righ ts to do th e same th in g an d th at 
evei y body s restrictin g mean s a low’er an d lower 
stan dard of livin g for everybody, th e soon er we 
will again be on th e road to prosperity an d a 
con stan tly in creasin g stan dard of livin g. 
Possibly it is n ecessary for people to suffer an d 
do with out n ecessities in order to learn th at col 
lective bargain in g or pro rates on ly lowers th e 
stan dard of livin g of th e people as a wh ole in 
spite of wh at is claimed by politician s, labor lead­ 
ers an d th eorists w’h o do n ot try to put in to prac­ 
tice wh at th ey advocate.

Even tually production is so reduced people are 
willin g to trade th e righ t of th e m ajority to 
elect officers wh o en courage pro-rates, for a dic- 
tatoi wh o is sm art en ough to kn ow limitin g pro­ 
duction mean s a lower stan dard of livin g. 
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THE CONSTITUTION WILL ABIDE

In a dissenting o pinio n in the “ g o ld 
case,” Mr. Justice McRey no lds said, 
“ the Co nstitutio n is g o ne." The idea 
co nv ey ed in this statement was that 
th e w r i t t e n 
C o n s t i t u t i o n 
had ceased to 
functio n as the 
efficient pro tec­ 
to r o f human 
rig hts. But this 
do es no t mean 
that 
the 
real 
“ C o nstitutio n 
is g o ne.” The 
Supreme Co urt 
may circumv ent* 
th e w r i t t e n 
C o n s t i t u t i o n 
and m ak e it 
mean any thing 
the majo rity o f 
the members o f 
the Co urt want it to mean. But it is no t 
within the po wer and autho rity o f the 
Supreme Co urt to abo lish no r chang e 
any thing fundamental in the real Co n­ 
stitutio n. 
The written do cument we desig nate 
as the “ Co nstitutio n” is no t the real 
Co nstitutio n o f Ang lo -Americans. The 
written Co nstitutio n is an attempt to 
ex press in part the fundamental prin­ 
ciples o f the unwritten Co nstitutio n. 
The unwritten Co nstitutio n is a g ro up 
o f inherited co nv ictio ns with refer­ 
ence to the fundamental principles o f 
g o v ernment. These co nv ictio ns canno t 
be fully ex pressed in lang uag e no r 
adequately ex plained. They are o f the 
nature o f a co nstructiv e, g uiding , re­ 
straining so cial instinct. They are no t 
antag o nistic to reaso n; they are abo v e 
reaso n. 
This unwritten Co nstitutio n is the 
supreme autho rity in g o v ernment 
with the Ang lo -Sax o n. Tull reco g ni­ 
tio n is g iv en to the supreme autho rity 
o f the unwritten Co nstitutio n in the 
Declaratio n o f Independence. “ We 
ho ld these truths to be self-ev ident” 
(no t debatable) “ that all men . . . are 
endo wed by their Creato r with certain 
unalienable Rig hts . . . that to secure 
these rig hts Go v ernments are insti­ 
tuted . . . ” 
The practical pro blem the fo unders 
o f o ur g o v ernment underto o k to so lv e 
was the pro blem o f making all g o v ern­ 
mental o rg ans and ag encies subserv i­ 
ent to the unwritten Co nstitutio n. If 
the machinery they inaug urated fails 
to achiev e the g reat purpo se they had 


in v iew, if tho se who are bo und under 
o ath fail to pro tect, defend and pre-. 
serv e the principles o f this Co nstitué 
tio n, this do es no t mean that the un­ 
written Co nstitutio n has failed. It 
simply means that ano ther sy stem of 
pro tecting these rig hts will be estab­ 
lished. The unwritten Co nstitutio n 
will co ntinue to functio n. 
The unwritten Co nstitutio n canno t 
be 
abo lished 
no r 
abridg ed, 
no r 
chang ed by leg islativ e enactment, no r 
by ex ecutiv e mandate, no r by judicial 
o pinio n. It is no t subject to chang e at 
the hands o f g o v ernmental ag encies. It 
is the so urce o f all po wer and the final 
autho rity in all matters pertaining to 
g o v ernment. "Whenev er any fo rm o f 
g o v ernment beco mes destructiv e o f 
these rig hts” —the unwritten Co nstitu 
tio n—say s Jefferso n, “ it is the rig ht o f 
the peo ple to abo lish it.” 
The masses o f the peo ple, in ig no r­ 
ance o f fundamentals, may be enticed, 
hy pno tized o r bo ug ht to suppo rt al­ 
mo st any kind o f g o v ernmental po licy 
and endo rse any law a spectacular, 
po pular po litical leader may demand. 
But when the ex citement is o v er and 
the spell is bro ken, and the po licies 
and laws rev eal themselv es in practice 
as encro achments o n inherited co nsti­ 
tutio nal rig hts, they meet an instinc­ 
tiv e o ppo sitio n and resistance that are 
bey o nd the po wer o f g o v ernment to 
curb o r co ntro l. All po wer and autho r­ 
ity ex ercised by g o v ernmental ag en­ 
cies are strictly and specifically lim­ 
ited by this unwritten Co nstitutio n. 
Whenev er any fo rm o f g o v ernment 
beco mes antag o nistic to this unwrit­ 
ten Co nstitutio n, the Co nstitutio n isn’t) 
chang ed. The perv erted g o v ernmental 
ag ency is cast aside. Whatev er g ets in 
the way o f the unwritten Co nstitutio n 
g ets o ut o f the way . King Jo hn g o t in 
the way in the 1 4th Century and he 
g o t o ut o f the way . Charles the First 
in the 1 7th Century and Geo rg e III in 
the 1 8th Century tried the ex periment 
o f o bstructing the rig hts o f the un­ 
written Co nstitutio n. It is well to re­ 
member what happened to these am­ 
bitio us ex ecutiv es. 
U 
The Supreme Co urt has no div ine 
autho rity . It was created by men to 
perfo rm a definite, specific functio n ini 
g o v ernment. In these dy namic day s, 
the ho no rable Supreme Co urt mig ht 
with pro fit g iv e judicial no tice o the 
wo rds: “ Remember no w thy creato r 
in the day s o f thy y o uth while the ev il 
day s co me no t.” etc.

Th ese are patien ts wh ose 
symptoms are ch iefly th e result 
of wh at are called an x ious re­ 
action s. 
An y situation or group of cir­ 
cumstan ces, wh eth er real or fan ­ 
ciful, wh ich th reaten th e emotion ­ 
al or social life of th e in dividual 
con cern ed, may lead to such re­ 
action s. Ordin ary an x iety is th e 
result of a recogn ized cause. Ex ­ 
amples are fear of h arm in a 
motor acciden t, or dread of bein g 
sh ot wh ile bullets are flyin g. 
Th e an x iety state is likely to be 
related to some con dition wh ich 
th e patien t h imself does n ot rec­ 
ogn ize. For in stan ce, th e ex ample 
cited is th at of a man wh o felt 
th at because of illn ess h e was un ­ 
able to work an d could n ot sup­ 
port th e girl th at h e wan ted to 
marry. 
Th e real cause of h is 
symptoms was a h idden desire to 
avoid th e marriage.

RESTLESS GIRLS 


There hav e been m any letters 
in my mail this past y ear from 
y ou ng girls, thirteen to six teen, 
complaining abou t the harshness 
of the treatm ent they are getting 
at the hands of their fathers and 
mothers. 
These parents try to 
keep their girls in the hou se ev e­ 
nings, try to teach them that as­ 
sociation with boy s in twosomes, 
after dark, is not good for them. 
The girls feel abu sed. L et’s try to 
get this situ ation cleared u p q bit. 
These girls are no longer chil­ 
dren in the sense of dependency 
u pon their mothers. Nor are they 
m atu re in the sense of being in­ 
dependent of their mothers, and 
fathers. They are in an in-between 
stage when they long to be grown 
u p and hav e not the power to su s­ 
tain themselv es in a grown - u p 
fashion. They hav e some of the 
desires of m atu rity and some of 
the helplessness of childhood. For 
them life’s ex periences are still a 
m atter of words—sou nds withou t 
meaning. They think they know 
something when all they know is 
the word for it. 
“I ’m thirteen, and pretty . My 
mother has tau ght me the facts 
of life, so I know how to take 
care of my self. Yet my parents 
will not allow me to go ou t to 
danefs with a boy friend. I mu st 
be in bed ev ery night ex cept S at­ 
u rday night at 10 o’clock. My 
friends all go ou t whenev er they 
like. 
I ’m the only one made to 
stay in. 
Can’t my parents be 
made to see the lig h t?” 
T hat’s abou t how these little 
girls see the facts of life. Their 
parents hav e done their best to 
ex plain in words the why s and the 
wherefores of their position, bu t 
withou t effect. 
Words mu st be 
clothed with 
flesh 
before they 
take on meaning, and it is im­ 
possible for u s to pu t su ch mean­ 
ing into the words we u se to pre­ 
sent these so-important facts. 
“My father and m other are v ery 
strict w ith me and will not allow 
me to go ou t with boy s u nless one 
of them is along, and this em­ 
barrasses me v ery mu ch. I argu ed 
with my father abou t this, bu t he 
said I ’d ju st hav e to pu t u p with 
it becau se he preferred to su fter 
in going ou t with me to su ffering 
at home wondering where I was 
and w hat I was doing. How can 
I hav e a good time when my par­ 
ents behav e like th is?” 
The age of children is not what 
makes them responsible. Ex peri­ 
ence, training, edu cation, and the 
stro ng character they produ ce is 
what is decisiv e. 
This training 
sho uld begin early and continu e 
as lo ng as is necessary . 
When 
children sho w themselv es respon­ 
sible they are to be allowed re­ 
spo nsibility for themselv es. They 
must learn to stand alone becau se 
th at is the way they will hav e to 
do when they leav e home. 
Sex Instru ction will not make 


pu ts it into them, and the neces- ing a three cent stamped, self 
sary ex periences in sex are not addressed env elope for reply , 
av ailable to children. 
It is wise 
(Released by Bell Syndicate. 
Inc. ) 
to teach them, inform them, bu t 
it is also the better part of wis­ 
dom to rear them in su ch a fash­ 
ion as to render them strong in 
the fact of temptation. They won’t 
u nderstand the implications of sex 
for y ears to come, bu t if they are 
trained, from little u p, to respect 
their parents’ word, to believ e in 
their affection, to rely on their 
au thority they will be responsible 
earlier. While they are acqu iring 
this protection they m u st depend 
u pon parents protection for safety .
